Ottawa. March 13. W. D. Kuler. 
Liberal member for North Waterloo, 
Ontario, mi diking in the debate on 
th« addrenn in reply to the 8pecch 
from the Throne in the t'otmnnn* 
yeeterday afternoon, argued that 
there should Imi no substantial 
change In the tariff without careful 
Inquiry. He declared hie belief In a 
tariff for revenue which would at the 
name time maintain legitimate in¬ 
due try; he would not place any 
premium on efficiency on the part of 
the t’anadian manufacturer. "1 do 
believe,” Mr. Kuler went on, "in the ] 
maintenance of our lnduetrie« be¬ 
cause 1 believe they sro necessary to 
the proper development of our coun¬ 
try, and for that reason I could not 

( nvor action which would prejudice 
he Interests of the people whom 1 
represent.” , 

Mr. Kuler’s constituency Is one of 
the Industrial areas of Ontario. 

• He did not see that there was any 
good to be gained by nibbling at the 
tariff. 

FARM IMPLEMENTS 

1 _As to agricultural implements he

The protection enjoyed by 
the agricultural implement industry 
was low. and It hud no monopoly. He 
advised the Government to go slow, 
for If no great good could come of a 
tariff change, an industry might bo 
annihilated by it. 

EUROPE ANO ASIA 
There was a condition of affairs to, 
which he wished to call special at¬ 
tention. He believed the consumer 
should have the right to buy at as low 
prices as possible. Hut in Kurope and 
Asia, owing to exchange and low 
wages, < ommodltlcs could be manu¬ 
factured more cheaply than in Can¬ 
ada. 

Here, Mr. Forks, Progressive 
leader. Interrupted to ask what Mr. 
Kuler proposed to buy in return for 
Canadian wheat sold to these coun¬ 
tries. 

Mr. Kuler replied that he did not 
prepo— a prohibitive tariff. Never¬ 
theless, In llritain, Germany. France, 
Italy and Japan, certain kinds of 
goods could be produced at from a 
quarter to two-thirda the cost of pro¬ 
duction In Canada. If these goods 
were-to !*« admitted without restric¬ 
tions, Canadian-made goods could 
not be sold, < ’anadlan factories would 
be idle and Canadian workmen out of 
work. 

The Prime Minister. Mr. Euler con¬ 
cluded, had promised in 1331 that 
there should be no Interference with 
the tariff such as would Injure In¬ 
dustry'. He felt sure that pledge would 
be carried out.

A. Speakman, Progressive, 
Told Commons East and 
‘ West Should be Equal 

Ottawa. March 11.—Alfred Speak¬ 
man, l*r ogre salve member for Red 
Deer, Alberto, speaking In the de¬ 
bate on the address In reply to the 
Speech from the Throne In the Com- 
I rnons yesterday afternoon, said the 
lTogresslvcs might l»e accurately I 
described as benevolently neutral, 
provided that term wuf taken to 
mean they were sitting tight but 
always on the watch. He would gup- 
port any legislation from any quarter 
of the House if It accorded with the 
views and interests of his constitu¬ 
ents. 

INDUSTRIAL SITUATION 

Mr. Speakman said that Hon. R. J. 
Manion was probably light when ho 
said there was much depression In 
Canadian industry, but he did not 
think Increused protection would pull 
tho Industries out of their de pre s s i on . - 
The contention that It would be un¬ 
fair lb remove the protection from 
i n d ustri e s which had enjoyed it many 
years, especially If they were not in 
good shape, was not a reasonable one. 
said Mr. Speakman. If any farmer 
of the West had been bonused for 
fifteen, twenty-five or fifty years by 
the Government, and at the end of 
that time could not make farming 
pay without the bonus. It was time ho 
left the farm. 

Mr. Speakman called special atten¬ 
tion to the three problems of tax¬ 
ation. credits and transportation. Ho 
admitted heavy taxation would he a 
continuing necessity owing to fixed 
charges 'and uncontrollable expend!- 1 
lure. He therefore urged the neces¬ 
sity of securing the best method of 
taxation and advocated tho lnco|mo 
tax as the most equitable of all. He 
urged Government action in regard 
to credits, not to extend, but to con¬ 
solidate the Indebtedness of prairie 
farmers. , 

FREIGHT RATES 

In regard to transportation, he 
nsked for equality between East and 
West in freight rates. 

lie closed by stating that all desired 
national unity, but it could not be 
denied that there was not a feeling 
of harmony between all parts of 
Canada. The West had not been 
treated fairly and Western members 
called attention to this, not with a 
view to whining, hut in order that 
It should be recognised and a remedy 
provided.

Alberta People Support British j 
Columbia Before Railway 
Commission 

Facts Set Forth by Alberta 
Government's Traffic 
Supervisor’ 

Ottawa, March 13.—The Province 
of Alberta is strongly opposed to any 
Increase tn any express Tates, and 
“would Insist on revision of a down¬ 
ward nnd equalising character,'* said 
A. (’hard,. Traffic Supervisor for thg* 
Alberta Government, in a statement 
read yesterday to the Hoard of Rail¬ 
way Commissioners at tho hearing of 
the Express Traffic Association’s 
application for an increase In rates. 

’’To charge the consumers in Cal- 
garv $2.40 per hundreweight to bring 
their fruit in carload lots from Ogan- 
ugan Landing, 358 miles away, while 
the man In Montreal can get his fruit 
from Grimsby. Ont., a distance of 330 
milej. In any quantities for 95 cents,’* 
said Mr. Chard. “Is a fairly good 
reason why fruit Is not moving to the 
IVolrtes |n any substantial quantity. 
BLANKET RATE 

**It Is true tho rate applicable to 
Calgarv It a blanket rate extending 
as far East ns Winnipeg, but that 
does not justify the fact thut the Con¬ 
sumer in Alberta haw to carry the 
load In order that the producer In 
British Columbia may extend his 
market to Manitoba, even If the lat¬ 
ter rate were a low one. which it is 
not. ns compared with the rate ap¬ 
plicable in Eastern Canada. For in¬ 
stance. the rate from Okanagan 
1binding to Wlnnpeg. 1.190 mites, is 
$2.40 per 100 pounds, while the rate 
from Grimsby. Ont.. to Halifax, a 
distance of 1,188 miles. Is $1!50. This 
long distance blanket rate, being 
sixty per cent, higher than for a sim¬ 
ilar distance movement la the East, 
is Imposing a burden Indeed.

T HE Western world, with its senses 
somewhat nnmber by the succession 
of political changes in Europe dur¬ 
ing the last decade, may have difficulty in 
realizing the significance of the changes 
taking place in Turkey just now, which 
centre around the dethroning of the 
Caliph. The scrappy despatches which 
come through coufine themselves almost 
entirely to the most spectacular feature, 
that having to do with the abolishing by 
the Young Turks of the Caliphate and the 
expulsion of the harem of 800 wives 
which goes with it. 

Dealing with the Caliphate, however, 
is only the first response to what has 
been described as the trumpet call for a 
great revolution against age-old Islam 
and its customs' sounded by President 
Kernel recently in his annual Rpeech^be- 
fore the Assembly. In this speech, he 
came out for a reformation, which, if car¬ 
ried out will mean tearing up the entire 
fabric of religious law and tradition upon 
which the Moslem states have been 
founded. For centuries the courts and 
schools have been dominated by religion. 
Naw it is proposed to wipe out all this 
influence by the eradication of the Koran 
and the holy law from both. 

Kemal wants to place religion and the 
army both without the pale of politic*, 
to put through a plan of economic re¬ 
construction and introduce reforms in edu¬ 
cation and the administration of justice. 
The appropriations for education in the 
present budget are quadrupled. He pro¬ 
poses extension of the liberty of the press 
on the grounds that "the euro for the 
evils of the liberty of the press is more 
liberty.” The $500,000,000 pious founda¬ 
tion which has been under the control of 
the Caliphate, it is planned to turn over 
to the state to help finance the social re¬ 
construction of the nation.

The Department of Education ha* | 
agreed to pay one-half of the coat of 
such operations. 

A report of 11 committee to investi¬ 
gate the condition of the land re¬ 
cently acquired for the uae of the 
pupils at the TUUcum School, re¬ 
commended that ploughing, harrow- | 
tng and draining of thla property be 
undertaken. The board will proceed 
wijh thia work immediately it waa 
decided. 

The committee In charge of the, 
work being one at the Crglgflower 
School, where the road Is being wld- 
ener, and various ground improve¬ 
ments made, reported favorably on 
the activities thsre. Th# contract for 
the construction of a new fence at 
the school will be let at once, the 
board decided. 

It was agreed that the request* of 
outlying schools for improvement* on 
grounds and for more equipment 
would be met Immediately. 

Considerable discussion folldwed a 
complaint from several schools rela¬ 
tive to non-attendance and irregular¬ 
ity of some pupils, and it was felt 
that steps should be taken to Investi¬ 
gate the matter, and if necessary to 
take steps to Insure better attend¬ 
ance. Parent* will be Informed that 
unless they keep their children at 
school when they have not sufficient 
excuse to warrant their staying at 
home, they are liable to prosecution^ 
The School Act adequately covered 
this situation. 

A complaint that salesmen were 
soliciting order* in some of the 
school* during school hour* met with 
the disapproval of the board, and 
steps will be taken to eradicate thig 
nuisance. _ .

P RESIDENT COOLIDGE tells a Fili¬ 
pino delegation that the time ha* not 
yet arrived when it would be wise 
to grant the Filipinos full independence. 
Immediately agitators in the Islands call 
for a boycott against American goods and 
newspapers. 

Victoria is familiar with some features 
of the campaign for Filipino independ¬ 
ence because of the regular procession of 
delegations which pass through thia city 
on their way to Washington. It now de¬ 
velops that the Islands have had an an¬ 
nual 1,000.000-peso independence fund 
from the insular treasury and the insular 
auditor has questioned its legality. It is 
suggested that Filipino politicians—and 
Anglo-Saxons can appreciate the probabil¬ 
ity of this—are not so much interested in 
independence itself as in the distribution 
of this $500,000 a year in excursions to 
Washington and in other ways.

Foreign conditions are not favor¬ 
able for any bull market In grain, and 
the mkin question now is what is to 
become of th# surplus which is shown 
to exist by recent reports.' 

This country and Canada both have 
wheat to spare, and the Canadian 
grain being4he cheaper and of better 
quality the deduction naturally le 
that Canadian wheat will have the 
preference The next question is as 
to who will be willing to take delivery 
of If ay wheat. From present Indica¬ 
tions the slump Is not over, and we 
would advise sales on any fair rally. 
The market has had too big a load 
put on it to recover quickly. 

Corn: Scored a bigger rally than 
wheat and sellers are rsluctant about 
pressing the short aide. Cash pflcea 
were steady all day relatively with 
light offerings. Considering the 
break in wheat, corn has held com¬ 
paratively well and with no pressure 
from the county smaller receipts and 
[ a fair shipping demand, there is not 
likely to be much pressure outside of 
"pit getting oe- the market. However, 
bull news appears to have gone stale 
and we think there would be a more 
satisfactory market if a butt cam¬ 
paign was to start from a level which 
would encourage more general par¬ 
ticipation.
